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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The video recording entided Gobble The "Goop" is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The classification is because of the publication's depictions of degrading, dehumanising and 
demeaning conduct, and the extent and degree to which it degrades, dehumanises and demeans 
women. 

The feature comprises seven scenes of sexual activity between mostly one woman and groups of 
three or four men. In each scene the women kneel at the men's feet and "service" them. The 
number of men in each scene, their pack behaviour, and the women's subservient positioning, give 
the sexual activity a highly demeaning and degrading tone. The injury to the public good from the 
publication becoming widely available is the potential for this type of sexual activity to strengthen 
misogynistic attitudes. The publication implicitly promises a viewer that women are insatiable, and 
able to accommodate any number of men in any kind of sexual activity. 

Because of the extent and degree to which, and the manner in which, the video recording focuses 
on such sexual activity, the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. 
It is therefore objectionable. This classification interferes with the freedoms set out in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but the outcome is a reasonable limitation and consistent with 
Parliament's intention. It reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to prevent the 
availability of publications that are likely to be harmful in this way. 
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
